FOUGHT HAND TO HAND 


Details of Recent Portuguese Reverse 
in Southwest Africa. 
Lisbon, Oct. 8.-—In the chamber of 
deputies the m inister of marine made 
a detailed statem ent of 
the recent 
fighting in Portuguese Southw est Af­ 
rica, when a force of 419 Portuguese 
operating against the Cuanhamas were 
ambushed by tribesm en as they were 
crossing the Cunene river. 
Two hun­ 
dred and fifty-four of the Portuguese 
were killod. 
The m inister said that 
when the attack was made the detach­ 
ment formed in a square, which was 
subjected to a heavy fire and at one 
moment had to defend itself with bay­ 
onets. 
The square was not broken, 
but the Irregular troops becam e panic- 
stricken and were thrown into confu­ 
sion. 
A hand-to-hand conflict, asseigi 
against bayonet, was the principal 
feature of the engagem ent 
Reinforce­ 
ments sent to the relief of the detach­ 
ment only succeeded in saving a few 
of the wounded. 
The commander of 
the detachm ent recrossed the Cunene 
river with his force and returned to 
Humbe, where he now is secure, hav­ 
ing sustained no other losses.
